The electrochemical cells modules are not structurally distinguished by the 
method steps. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.

(i) Wherein in use an energy source provides an external continuous current

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(ii) Wherein the electrolyte is an aqueous solution of KOH, electric energy is 
drawn from the porous electrodes by feeding the gas sides of the electrodes with 
respectively H 2 and 0 2 (claim 7).

(i) Wherein an energy source provides an external continuous current to the 
porous electrodes such that at the negative electrode there is H 2 formation and at the 
positive electrode there is 0 2 formation and the electrolyte is an aqueous solution of 
KOH (claim 12). 

(ii) Wherein the electrolyte is an aqueous solution of KOH and electric energy 
is drawn from the porous electrodes by feeding the gas sides of the electrodes with 
respectively H 2 and 0 2 (claim 13).
